The claims have been amended as follows: 



Claims 1, 3-6, 8-17, 19-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed to a process whereby a dielectric member, which bears the loading of a pressure 
differential, is heated to reduce the amount of power blocking material deposited upon the 
dielectric member. The requirement for the dielectric member to bear the pressure loading 
distinguishes the claimed invention over the teaching of Kanai (BP 0 732 739) because Kanai's 
dielectric member is fully enclosed within the low pressure chamber of the plasma reactor. As 
such, Kanai's dielectric member does not bear the force of a pressure differential.
